Dead and Wife Dying in 
Their Room in the 
Wellington. 


POISON TOV, 


SUSPECTED. 


His Victim Was 
Adams, Whose Family Had 


Forced the Couple . 


to Separate, 


END OF A SECRET WEDDING. 


In despair over his marriage to two women, 
Harry J. Ziegler of Lancaster, Pa., shot and 
fatally wounded wife No. 2, and then 
killed himself,. at the Wellington Hotel 
yesterday afternoon. The victim of Ziegier's 
bullet was formerly Miss Annie Adams of 
301 East Sixty-sixth street, who was married 
to him last October without knowing of his 
other alliance. Mrs. Ziegler’s father, Samuel 
P, Adams, is a wealthy retired paint dealer. 


) Ziegler was his attendant. 


At the Samaritan Hospital symptoms de- 


Ziegler had been poisoned also. Dr. Bald- 
win, the hospital surgeon, would not say 
what kind of poison he thought had been 
used and would not state his opinion of the 
case, but it was admitted that a bottle of 
beer found in the hotel .room would be 
analyzed. She died shortly after 11 o'clock. 

Ziegier’s first wife, who is living in Lan- 
caster, married him three years ago, but 
has not seen her husband since he. went to 
the Philippines in 1899. 

Ziegler left a note saying that as he did 
not have the nerve to shoot his wife would 
doit. This is not believed by the. police, and 


spoke after being shot. . 

Ziegler called himself a physician, but this 
claim is denied by those who knew him., In 
Lancaster he was given a bad reputation, 
and it was said his medical knowledge was 
acquired while serving in an army hospital 
squad in the Philippines.. 


Secure Room at the ‘Wellington. 

The couple arrived at the Wellington in the 
morning, and after registering as H. J. 
Ziegler and wife were shown to, a fourth 
floor room.on the Jackson boulevard side. 
There was nothing unusual in their appear- 
| anee or conduct, except that the women was 
obviously. some .years older than the man. 
The only baggage they wae a dress sujt 
cage, but Ziegler sai ‘to 
only over night.

Ziegler reappeared, and, asking the way to 
the @ffice of the Board of Health, left the 
| hotel. He was not seen again by the em- 
ployés. A few minutes before 3 o’clock the 
bell of the Zieglers’ room wasrung violently, 
and Bell Boy Otto Sonnenberg was sent to 
see what was wanted. 

At the end of the hall, just outside the 
door of their room, stood Mrs. Ziegler, partly 
dressed. She was holding a towel to the 
back of her neck. 

“He has shot me; he has shot me. Get a 
doctor. I am shot in the neck,” she said to 
Sonnenberg. She continued to moan and 
talk in a rambling wey. “O, why did I 
come here,” she said. ‘“‘ My mother and sis- 
ter will be so worried. They told me not to 
go with him as he had a gun. O, os 
I mind them?” 

The woman staggered and almost fell. The 
boy caught her and led her to the wall. 
Leaving her to stand with that support, he 
closed the door: of the room and ran to the 
elevator. Hastily summoning help from the 
office, he returned to the aesistance of the 
wounded woman, and led her into the room 
and laid her on a couch. Patrolman Kerr, 
who was on duty at'thé Jackson boulevard 
and Wabash avenue crossing, had heard two 
shots, and ran into the hotel in time to join 
Clerk Cone in response to the ne boy’s sum- 
‘mons. 


Find Woman Still

Three letters to 
Ziegler from his second wife were among 
the papers found on the dressing table, to- 
gether with several ‘photeregte of the 
couple. 

Woman Taken to Hospital. 


The bods of the man was taken to Rolston’s 
undertaking establishment.

Riese, the Wellington house physician, had 
done what he could forthe wounded woman, 
she was taken to the Samaritan Hospital in 
Wabash avenue. The bullet on entering the 
head, it was found, had split, part of it 
lodging near the throat and’ part In-the back 
0d the head.

Plans for Southern Trip. 
Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 27.—The itinerary in the 
South of Prince Henry is announced as fol- 
lows: The Prince and party will leave Cin- 
cinnati on Saturday night, March 1, over the 
Queen and Crescent, arriving in Chattanooga 
at 6o0’clock on Sunday morning, March 2. 

The morning will be spent in a visit to 
Chickamauga Park, and in the afternoon 
the party will leave over the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louls for Nashvilleen route 
to Louisville.

May thenew titles 
keep alive the remembrance that the em- 
pire was created by the capacity of its in- 
dividual members, and that it is the duty of 
every one belonging to the army to strive 
to bring honor to his race or his home in 
rivalry with others. May this thought serve 
as a fresh incentive to my troops to cherish 
that sprit which alone in an army can bring 
greatness and victory.” 


Talks to Ambassador White. 

While Emperor William was receiving con- 
gratulations upon the anniversary of his 
birthday from the foreign Ambassadors, he 
held Andrew D. White, the American Am- 
bassador, in conversation for a few minutes, 
during which he said he was much pleased 
with the kind way in which the prospect of 
his brother's visit was received in the United 
States. 

No Reference to Italy. 

VIENNA, Jan. 27.—At the banquet of the 
German colony here last night, given in 
honor of the Kaiser, Prince von Eulenberg,

LONDON, Jan. 28, 8 a. m.—The statement 
which is published by the Daily Chronicle 
from its Washington correspondent this 
thorning will create a sensation on this side 
of the Atlantic. It explains that the retie- 
ence of Lord Cranborne, when replying to 
Henry .Norman regarding the attitude 
adopted by England towards America at 
the time of the Spanish war was due to the 
fact that this country went further in sup- 
port of the United States than was demand- 
ed by mere diplomatic friendship. The.coall- 
tion that was gathering strength in favor of 
Spain was dissolved by the avowed intention 
of Breat Britain to use other means than di- 
plomacy to prevent it, and this decided Rus- 
sia to throw over France'and make 

reply to America. 


War News Helps Mine Shares. . 
There was a renewal of activity in the south 
African market yesterday in consequence of 
favorable newsfrom Lord Kitchener. Leading 
mining shares rose, and signs of a specula- 
tive movement were not lacking. The south 
African millionaires evidently take an op- 
timistic view of the military situation, and 
consider it expedient to impress investors at 
home and abroad with the conviction that 
the Rand properties will speedily become 
centers of industrial activity. Operators for 
a rise assume with confidence that mining 
interests will not be heavily taxed for the 
payment of the war charges, and that they 
will be relieved from many burdens imposed 
by the Boér government. 

The text of an important proclamation 
recently issued by Lord Kitchener shows 
that a large number of statutes enacted by 
the Boer legislature have been repealed by 
authority of the crown. The ground has 
been cleared by this drastic exercise of the 
war power and the way opened for. the 
transformation of the Transvaal! into a Brit- 
ish colony, with every practical facility for

Two committees of the Order of Railway 
Conductors and two of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen are in session in this 
They represent employés of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railways. In addi- 
tien to these employés those of eight or nine 
other roads are holding meetings at differ- 
ent points in the country. The object ts to 
bring about a general advance in the wages 
of trainmen throughout the country. 

There is a feeling among the men that 
their pay schedules are out of date, having 
been in force in most cases without change | 
for several years, whereas the duties and 
responsibilities of the trainmen; it is claimed, 
have increased about 60 per cent. Their 
earning power for the companies, they say, 
has correspondingly increased by greater ca- 
pacity of cars arid size of engines’, making 
trains longer and harder to handle, The fn- 
crease of work is claimed to be more for con- 
ductors than other trainmmen, as the power 
brake helps the brakemen. 


Gives Reason for Request. 


A member of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, which is in session at the Briggs 
House, said yesterday: 

“It must be granted by all that any insti- 
tution or organization that employs a large 
number of men is better served b 
when they are contented than wh 
are discontented, and it is admitted by rail- 
way Officials that the,trainmen are more 
easily satisfied than an 
labor. 

“This is especially true of the Order of 
Railway Conductors. The railroads h 
had several years of unusual prosperity, 
the trainmen have received no share of it. 
There is no good reason why their wages 
should not be made commensurate with their 
increased work and responsibility.

President Now Has All Papers and Is 
to Give a Decision by 
Feb. 10. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—[{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt is giving up aggreat 
deal of his time to the consideration of the 
appeal of Rear Admiral Schley. The Presi- 
dent’s decision will be rendered by Feb. 10. 
He has read the appeal, a formidable docu- 


ment consisting of 120 typewritten pages, or 


about 35,000 words, and will give it to the 
public on Ménday. 7 

The official copy of the appeal was sent to 
the Judge Advocate General of the navy for 
comment, and the answer of that officer has 
been placed in the President's hands. It is 
about one-fourth as long as the appeal, and 
was prepared by Captain Lemly and E. P.

TWO WOMEN IN LEGAL TANGLE 
OVER REMICK ESTATE. 


Validity of Supposed Decree, Alleged 
Forgeries in Records of Circuit 
Court, and Contract for Separation 
‘by Law to Marry Again Figure in 
Suit Exposing Romance im Life of 
Former Chicagoan—Case Goes Be- 
fore Master in Chancery. 


Startling discoveries of alleged alterati 
and forgeries four different béoks of t 
Circuit Court Clerk's office were brought o 
yesterday at the hearing before a Master 4 
Chancery of the claims of two women for 
the possession of the estate of the late 
Charles F. Remick, once a wealthy member 
of the Chicago bar. His estate is valued at | 

One of the women ts Mrs. Charlotte Remick, 
said to be the lawyer’s common law wife by. 
contract, formerly an employé of a dress- 
making establishment in this city. The 
other is Mrs. Mathilda Remick, formerly a 
domestic employed after Mr. Remick’s first 
matrimonial venture. Her marriage, it is 
said, was solemnized at the altar after a 
dissolution ff Remick’s former marriage by 
contract. 

| Divorce Is in Question. . 

The alleged forgeries are said to concern 
evidence 6f a divorce secured by the dress- 
maker from her first husband, Porter L,. 
Getchel, that she might marry Mr. Remick. 
Absence of this proof, it is said, would in- 
validate her claim. The records of the case- 
of Getchel vs, Getchel, given as No. 53,596, 
is said before the erasure and substitution to 
have been Hunt vs. Hunt. One book, which 
recorded fees in divorce cases, shows the 
case to be Hunt vs. Hunt, according to the 
claims of the opposition, who employed War- 
ren A. Drake, handwriting expert, to prove 
the alleged forgeries. 


' Says Remick Secured Decree. 


In regard to her alleged divorce from 
Getchel, Mrs. Remick’s story to the Master 
‘was as follows: 

“Mr. Remick himself secured for me a 
divorce from Getchel. I was married to 
Getchel at Spencer, Wis., in 1880. I came to 
Chicago in 1884. While working in a dress- 
maker’s shop I met Remick. We fell in love 
with each other. He was a lawyer and agreed 
to get me a divorce. The case was heard 
before Judge Moran. A woman, who died 
a®terward insane in a Cook County institu- 
tion,.testified for After. the hearing 
Remick gave me a paper, which purported 
to be a decree of divorce signed by Judge 
Moran.” 

The original decree of divorce, which Mrs. 
Remick says she received, cannot be found. 
The certified copy of the decree, which was 
produced before the Master in Chancery, was 
made from the records which are alleged to 
have been altered. Attorney Arthur Hum- 
phrey says that he has seen the original de- 
cree and that Judge Moran’s signature upon 
it was genuine. 

Falls in Love with Domestic. 

Here is the story of facts as told to the 
master: 

' ‘Remick was married by contract to Mrs. 
Getchel soon after her alleged divorce. He 
lived with her as his wife until 1895. While 
in Chicago they lived in Michigan avenue 
near Twenty-sixth street, They moved 
afterwards to Lyons and then to Naperville. 
While in the latter town Matilda Simrau 
ook service in the family as a domestic. 
From the time of her employment, it was 
said, Remick’s affection for his common 
law wife began to wane. 

There were frequent quarrels between th 

e over thé husband's attentions to the 
girl. 


As a result, the domestic was dis- 
charged and went to her home in Bird 
Island; Minn. Soon afterward Mr. and Mrs. 
Remick nioved to a farm near the eame 
town. Remick renewed his friendship with 
the girl.

SMALLPOX AT BRIDEWELL: 
INMATES IN QUARANTINE. 


Prisoners Vaccinated and Several Iso~ 
lated in Unused Parts of Building— 
Dr. Reilly Says Epidemic Unlikely. 


Smallpox has broken out at the bridewell, 
and last evening Dr. Reilly of the Health 
department quarantined the prisoners who 
have been exposed to the disease and vac-. 
cinated all those who had not previously 
been “ pointed.” 

The patient is William Heffert, 19 years 
old. He was committed to the institution 
ten days ago, and at the time was vaccin- 
ated. Yesterday he complained of feeling 
ill and an examination showed that he was 
suffering fromsmalipox. Heffertisa Dowile- 
ite and had@ lived at 1213 Michigan avenue. 

There are over 600 prisoners, and efforts 
were at once made to prevent a spread of the 
disease. One man was isolated and a num- 
ber of other prisoners were removed to un- 
used quarters of the building. The part of 
the building in which Heffert had been con- 


Dr. Reilly said last night: “ I do not think 
there will be any more cases unless, per- 
haps, the man with whom | Heffert slept 
should be seized with an attack of the dis- 
ease. The other prisoners have been care- 
fully examined and the sanitary conditions 
are such that there is small probability of 
a further outbreak. 

Smallpox Starts a Panic. 


McKeesport, Pa., Jan. 27.—(Speciai.]—One 
hundred and thirty-seven patients and 
eighty-two employés of the City Hospital 
are quarantined in that institution because 
a case of smallpox has been discovered in the 
general ward. 

James Welsh, a bricklayer, was brought 
here last Wednesday from Monessen. He 
was admitted as a typhoid fever case, but 
yesterday doctors pronounced the case 
smallpox. When it became known about 
the hospital the patients and employés 
almost caused a panic to escape. Bight 
police are on guard to keep the inmates from 
jJeaving the place. An epidemic is feared. 


Will Shackle Obstinate Patient. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 27.—[Special.]—Dr. 
E. W. Powell, health officer of Greentown, 
Howard County, notified Secretary Hurty of 
the State Health board over the telephone 
this morning that he intends to shackle D. J.

Theodore Johnson, Whose Daring Es- 
cape from West North Avenue Sta- 
tion Shook Up the Department, Is 
Captured in Milwaukee—Charles A.

Theodore Johnson, charged with stabbing 
Policeman O'Malley, and whose daring 
escape from the West North Avenue Station 
last July shook up the Police department, 
has been recaptured in Milwaukee and -will 
be brought here today. : 

Johnson was arrested last Saturday under 
the name of John Norton ona charge of 
theft, and was sentenced at Milwaukee yes- 
terday to ninety days in the House of Cor- 
rection. While being removed from the 
courtroom he was recognized by detectives 
as fitting the description of Johnson. He 
was returned to court and sentence sus- 
pended until the Chicago police were noti- 


The prisoner stoutly denied being Johnson, 
but when a photograph was produced the 
Milwaukee police were convinced as to his 
identity. Word received by the Chicago 
police said Johnson was willing to return 
without requisition papers. “gee g 


Makes Daring Escape. — 

In the early part of last July,Policeman 
O’Malley attempted to arrest members of 
the “Trilby gang’’ at May. and Kinzie 
streets. A struggle followed, and Johnson 
is said to have stabbed the policeman in the 
chest. For several weeks the wounded man 
lay at the point of death. 

Johnson was arrested a few days later and 
identified by O’Malley.. He was locked up 
at the West North Avenue Station, but on 
July 10 made the most daring escape in the 
history of the Police department. He re- 
moved a piece of iron from the airhole of his 
cell, and with it forced open the door. It 
was about noon. Johnson made his way to 
the kitchen, passed beneath the front side- 
walk and out through a goal hole undis- 
covered. Detectives were sent to all parts 
of the country in search of the man without

PYTHIANS ACQUIT J. A. HINSEY. 


Committee of Five Past Chancellors 
Unanimous in Freeing Him of Mis- 
appropriation Charge. | 


After fwenty-three sessions a ‘committee 
of five Past Chancellors of Inter-Domain 
Lodge, Knight of Pythias, last night anani- 
mously voted to acquit John A. Hinsey of 
the charges brought: against him. 

Immediately after the close of the session 
Mr. Hinsey's attorneys, who appeared for 
him before the trial board of the lodge, an- 
nounced that Ogden H. Fethers, Supreme 
Chancellor of the Knights of Pythias of the 
World, would.be sued by Hinsey for $100,000 
damages on grounds of alleged maliicous 
prosecution and Nbel. 

Mr. Hinsey is the former head of the in- 
surance department of the Knights of 
Pythias. Charges of mismanagement and 
misappropriation of the department's funds 
were made against him at the meeting of the 
Supreme Lodge in Chicago last July. A few 
weeks ago he was tried on criminal charges 
broyght against him before Judge Dunne 
and acquitted. 

The trial in the order, however, was of a 
different character. Hinsey is a member of 
Inter-Domain Lodge, one of the strongest 
in the State. It holds its meetings in the 
Masonic Temple. For twelve years he was 
the head of the endowment rank, and re- 
signed a year ago. 

The Supreme lodge, in session at the Lex- 
ington Hotel last July, announced that a 
shortage of $500,000 had been found, that the 
loss had endangered the existence of the 
department of which he was head, and sixty- 
three charges, including embezzlement, sub- 
mitting false reports, and misconduct and 
mismanagement of the insurance éepart- 
ment were made. <4 

Five Past Chancellors of the lodge, McCor-. 
mick, Wright, Davis, Phillips, and Godding, | 
were appointed to try Hinsey, and they be- 
ban the hearing of evidence last September. 
At the conclusion of the twenty-third bession 
lats night the verdict of acquittal was ren- 
dered. The complaint covered 125 typewrit- 
ten pages, and over 1,000 pages of evidence 
was handed in. Attorneys B. C. Bachrach 
and Benson Landon represented Hinsey dur- 
ing the progress of the case. : 

The evidence which the défense produced 
was to the effect that $500,000 had been | 
loaned on good,security and since paid back 
to the treasury. In another paragraph Hin- 
sey was charged with appropriating to ols 
own use $1,726 while he was secretary of a 
Milwaukee lodge in 1893, and this charge 
also was disproved. 

Part of the defense was that Hinsey was 
not only innocent of misconduct, but that 
the charges against him were due to malice, 
Incidentally, a story was told of a feud be- 
tween Hinsey and Fethers which began 
twelve years ago when Fethers was living in 
Janesville, Wis., and Hinsey In Milwaukee. 
Both were Supreme lodge officers, and on ac- 
count of a sentiment in the order against 
having two such officers from the same State 
a fight for control of the Wisconsin delega- 
ending in enmity, it was as- 
gerted, ;

SEES REASON FOR ANARCHISTS. 


Franklin H. Wentworth Says Condi- 
tions and Growth of Monopolies Are 
Creating Such a Class. . 


“Our statesmen need not talk of putting | 
up fences to keep Anarchists out of the 
country. ‘They are breeding men of this 
class in the Keystone State, in «he coal 
fields of Pennsylvania.”’ This statement was 
made yesterday by Franklin H. Wentworth, 
editor of the Social Crusader, in the course 
of a talk on ‘‘ What It Means to Be Free.” 

The speaker was addressing the members | 
of the Christian Ministers’ association at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel. He defined liberty 
as the right to order one’s own life after 
one’s own fashion, and declared that the 
only true liberty of this age ‘is economic 
liberty. 

In his address Mr. Wentworth referred par- 
ticularly to the tendency toward monopoly, 
and said that this is gradually robbing the 
people of their rights to a just distribution 
of the products of the soil.

GERMS IN AIR DECREASE 
WITH FALLS OF SNOW. 


Health Deparinient Tests Presence of 
- Microbes Before and After Storm— 


Report Eight Cases of Smallpox. 


Experiments imate mdde by the Healt 
department show that a snow-storm i 
the atmosphere clean of many of its germs. 
About the middle of this month dishes were 
placed at ten places in the down-town dis- 
trict—one in the City Hall céurt and another 
on top of that building, and after three min- 
utes’ exposure they were taken in and the 
matter in them, a preparation calculated to 
catch and develop germs, was examined. 

The dishes showed in each an average of 
630 colonies of germs. The plate on the 
street level at Dearborn and Washington 
streets had 1,050 families of microbes; and 
that catching the least, 225 colonies, was in 
the court between the City Hall and the 
County Building. 

In a day or so there was a fall of snow 
equal to 28-100 of an-inch, and the plates 
were put out again. The avenage in euch 
receptacle dropped to 66. At La Salle and 
South Water streetg¢ the air was so clean that 
only nineteen microbe families were caught. 
The Health department says the atmosphere 
was 90 per cent purer after the snow-storm. 

Concenmning the hydrant water, the depart- 
ment says it must be, considered dangerous 
until proved to be safe. Boil all water in- 
tended to be drunk by the young, at least, is 
the advice. 

Only eight new cases of smallpox were dis- 
covered during the week—two imported from 
Wisconsin, and both sent to the City Hall 
in advanced eruptive stage. Three were con- 
tracted from pnevious city cases, and the 
origin of the others is as yet unknoWn. Of 
the eight cases, five had never been vacci- 
nated, and the remaining three, aged 29, 40, 
and 50 years, had only imperfect traces of 
vaccination in childhood, never repeated. 

Total :deaths for the week were 482, as 
against 516 in the week previous. Seventy- 
foun were from pneumonia.

THE POLICEMEN’S TRADES UNION, 

Judge Tuley has decided to hear argu- 
ments next Friday as to whethér the Chief 
of Police shall be enjoined from carrying 
out his order making membership in the 
Protective association a violation of the 
rules of the Police department. This will, 
give the law officers of the municipality an 
opportunity to give at length the many co- 
gent reasons why the enforcement of this 
particular rule of the department should 
not be interfered with by the courts, The 
courts never are anxious to take upon them- 
selves the duty of managing a branch of the 
city government, and they will net willingly 
interfere with measures adopted to secure 
discipline in the police force. | 

Diseipline will disappear if the patrol- 
men are allowed to form a secret organiza- 
tion, ostensibly for their protection, really 
to wrest the control of the department from 


to secure immunity from punishment for its 
members even when they have violated rule 
after rule of the department. . | 

It will be an unlucky day for the citizens 
of Chicago, for whose benefit the police 
force exists, if it shall become a close cor- 
poration, managed for its own benefit ex- 
clusively. Such a corporation necessarily | 
weuld try to put off or keep out the force 
men it did not like. It woyld work to secure 
the appointment of one of its own members 
as the head of the department. If unable 
to secure that, neither the Mayor nor the } 
Chief appointed by him would’ obeyed by - 
the organized patrolmen. 

Members of the Protective association | 
have said that they have ne intention of 
forming an alliance with the regular labor 
unions. They say they can see why it would 
be unwise to do so. It is an easy matter 
to give these assurances now when the asso- 
ciation is new and struggling for its life, 
but if the courts were to hold that patrolmen 
can organize their secret society in defiance 
of rules, that organization soo? would aftili- 
ate itself with the labor unions, in the hope 
of strengthening its position. 

If the Policemen’s Protective association 
were to get the power it hopes to get the 
Council would not be asked to raise the pay 
of patrolmen, but it would be ordered to do 
so, The Aldermen would be threatened 
with the displeasure of the entire labor vote 
if they did not obey promptly whenever 
there was special need of the services of the 
police foree. If there were a big street car 
riot, for instance, the walking delegates of 
the Policemen’s Protective association 
would demand more pay, end might threat- 
en a sympathetic strike if it were not given.

GETTING AFTER JUDGE LYNCH. 

Tum Trisunp has received letters from 
prominent persons in Alabama requesting 
the details of the lynchinge reported to 
have occurred in that State in 1901. These 
letters, in conjunction with certain move-. 
ments recently instituted, go to show that 
public sentiment has béen aroused at last 
in Alabama and that the feeling against 
lynching is beginning to assert itself in a 
manner which may have good results. . 

The Governor of the State and the Cir- 
cuit Judges are uniting in their support 


jof every effort to prevent lynching, In 


several counties the Sheriffs have displayed 
commendable spirit in resisting mobs and 
protecting the prisoners in their charge. 
In every case where the Governor has been 
notified in time and found that anemergency 
existed he has ordered out the militia to 
prevent violence and support the local au- 
thorities. In a recent charge to the 
jury, Samuel E. Greene, one of the Cirenit 
Judges, declared there was no difference 
between murder and lynching, and that he 
would deal severely with every lyncher 
brought before him. Other Circuit Judges 
have issued a similar warning, 
It is noticeable also that the press, not 
only of the cities but in the rural districts, 
is giving its hearty support and encourage- 
ment to the authorities in their determina- 
tien to prevent mob violence and secure 
prompt and regular administration of the 
laws. There is need of this in Alabama, 
as it was the principe! offender last year, 
and there is need of it also in other far 
Southern States, but now that public senti- 
ment has been arovsed and the press, the 
courts, and the authorities are working to- 
gether there is every reason to believe that 
Alabama as well as Mississippi, Georgia, 
and Louisiana’ will show a much more 
favorable record for 1902, Inthe meantime, 
it behooves Indiana, Kansas, Montana, and 
California to do something in a similar di- 
reetion.

LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE *FONTENOY. 
| (Copyright, 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | A 


RINCE HENRY while in this country 
will enjoy extra-territorial rights in 
identically the same way as if he were 
an Ambassador. This is*in accord- 
ance with the requirements of interna- 

tional law, which extends this privilege to 
the full-fledged members of reigning houses 
as a right. It is conceded as a matter of 
courtesy only to pretenders, that is to say, 
to the chiefs of non-reigning houses, but not 
to the members of their families. 

Thus Don Carlos, pretender to the crown of 
Spain; Dom Miguel, pretender to the throne 
of Portugal; Prince Victor Bonaparte and 
the Duke of Orleans, as well as Prince 
Alfonso of Bourbon, Count of Caserta, pre- 
tender to the crown of Naples, and ex-Duke 
Robert of Parma, all are accorded by favor 
extra territorial privileges. 

But the fact that these latter-do not ex- 
tend to the members of their families -was 
shown when some years ago the brothgr of 
the titular King of Naples, Prince Pascal of 
Bourbon, Count de Bari, became involved at 
Paris in some awkward and unsavory legal 
proceedings in connection with charges of 
obtaining money under false pretenses. 


This extra territoriality enjoyed by Prince 
Henry during his stay in this country meang 
that he will be entirely exempt from any 
kind of American jurisdiction while over 
here. No matter what he might do, the 
American law would have no hold on him. 
Should he inadvertently cause the serjous or 
fatal physical injury to a citizen here no 
suit for damages could be instituted against 
him, and were he to render himself guilty of 
any offense against the laws of the land, 
no matter whether it be mere disorderly con-. 
duct, violation of game laws, or downright 
murder, he could not be called to account or 
punished by the courts of this country. In- 
deed, he could not even be arrested. 

Of course, it is not the least likely that the 
Prince will break any American law, being 
a tnost well conducted, respectable man, 
whose entire life has been remarkably free 
from scandal, and whose fair name is with-
